Bythe
latter, it was stated that the track was
all under water, with eeveral wash-
cuts, No trains can run to St. Paul
and travel is entirely blocked.

Dear Sig:—A large number of
fences are from twelve to sixteen feet
out from property lines, and outside
of these fences sidewalks from four to
eight feet are located.

The water works ordinances specify
on what cornera hydrants are to be
located, but do mot specify the dis-
tance from property lines.
